A total of $5,000 will be awarded,
including four $500 Stake Classes and eight
$125 Open Show Classes, plus trophies and
ribbons. in all, 72 ciasses will be presented
including, in addition to Jumpers, Hunters
and Stock Horses, classes for children and
juniors, Western Pleasure, Trail Horses,
Tennessec Walking Horses, Quarter Horses
and Shetland Ponies. To keep the show fast

Show Manager, will use two rings simul-
taneously.

Purpose of this annual henefit, accord-
ing to Mrs. Hal Sleet, president of the aux-
iliary, is to raise funds for additional med-
ical equipment to be donated to Long
Beach Community Hospital.
